OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN AUGUST 
A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ** B.T.J.’’ (page 314) we 
published a preliminary summary of the import and 
export trade of the United Kingdom during August, 
compared with July, 1931, and August, 1930. In the 
present article it is proposed to review that trade in 
some detail. 

Detailed figures showing the value of imports and ex- 
ports (distinguishing United Kingdom produce and im- 
ported merchandise) in August, 1930, and August, 1931, 
in respect of the groups of commodities into which our 
trade is subdivided, will be found on page 349. The 
general position is shown in the following summary 
table :— 





It will be seen from these figures that, comparing 
August with the preceding month, there has been an all- 
round reduction, values of imports having fallen by 
£4-9 million, of domestic exports by £5-1 million, and 
of re-exports by £1-1 million. The decline may perhaps 
to some extent be attributable to the fact that, com- 
pared with July, August had an extra Sunday in addi- 
tion to the Bank Holiday. Moreover, the general fall 
in prices still continues. 

lor the first eight months of the year, the visible 
excess of imports over exports (including bullion and 
specie) amounted to £2283 million, compared with 
£255°4 million for the corresponding period of 1930.

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This reduction was due solely to a change over irom a 
surplus of imports of bullion and specie last year (£9° 5 
million) to a surplus of exports this year (£17:7 mil- 
lion), the excess on merchandise (£ 246-0 million) being, 
within a little, the same as last year. 


IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The imports of food, 
drink and tobacco during August were valued at £31°8 
million, a reduction of £3-2 million as compared with 
July, and £5°3 million as compared with August, 19380. 
Imports of wheat during August, 11:8 million cwts., 
were about the same as in July, but 3-7 million ewts. 
more than in August, 1930, when the quantity im- 
ported was abnormally low. 
ended August 31, the quantity of wheat imported was 
114-9 million ewts., which compares with 100-2 million 
ewts. in the previous year and 104°3 million cwts. in 
1928-29. So far as can be traced, this is the greatest 
quantity of wheat imported in any cereal year, the 
largest previous figure being 113-6 million cwts. in the 
year ended August, 1913. Imports from Australia and 
Canada during 1931 have amounted to one-half the 
total, an appreciably greater proportion than in the cor- 
responding period of either of the two preceding years. 
Imports of maize, principally from the Argentine, con- 

tinue to show a marked increase over those of previous 
years. Average values of wheat and of maize showed 
; small further fall to new low le vels, 4s. 10d. per cwt. 
for wheat and 3s. 6d. per ewt. for maize, but average 
values of barley and oats rose during the month and 
were approximately the same as in August, 1930. 


imports of beef were slightly greater, and those of 
acon, as in earlier months this year, very much greater 
than in August, 1930, while imports of mutton and 
lamb were considerably less than in that month. 
Average values of b2et were higher than in any month 
since ame. and average values of bacon were higher 
than in any month of this year except April. Mutton 
aud lamb showed a decline in average values as com- 
pared with July, due to the proportion of the imports 
received from New Zealand, consisting of the more 


highly priced products, being much larger in July than | 


1 August. 


The quantity of butter imported in August was sub- 
stantially greater than in August last year, but was less 
than the average for earlier months of this year. 
Average values were about the same as in the previous 
three months. Imports of eggs were about the same as 
i vear ago, while there was a considerable decrease in 
the imports of cheese and of tea, though in the first 

ight months of the year the total quantities imported 
lil not differ greatly from the totals for the corre spond- 
ing period of last year. The quantity of raw sugar im- 
ported was substantially less than in August, 1980, and 
average values were higher than in either June or July 


Articles Wholly or Mainly Manufactured.—Imports 
{manufactured articles during August were valued at 
t20:1 million, or about the same as in earlier months 
{this year—imports of this class having varied in value 
tom £19:5 million in February to £22°3 million in 
March. The decline in value as compared with August, 
1930, was nearly 17 per cent. Most of the groups in 
this class showed a fall in value, but there was an 
increase of £242,000, or 15-3 per eent., in the imports 
Mf apparel. Imports of apparel were, how ever, substan- 
tially less in value than in August, 1929. The quantity 
of boots and shoes, and of gloves, imported during 
August showed a substantial increase over either 
August, 1929 or 1930, while the value of outer garments 
‘particularly women’s) and under garments (not 
hosiery) was substantialiy more than in August, 1930, 
tut about the same as two years ago. The quantity 
of hats imported has decreased considerably this year, 
and there have also been reductions in the imports of

cotton stockings and hose, and cotton underwear, but 
marked increases in the quantities imported of artificial 
silk stockings and hose, and of fancy underwear of all 
kinds. 


One-third of the total decline in value (£4°0 million) 
as compared with August, 1930, was in the manufac- 
tured oils group, this group including refined petroleum, 
imports of which increased in quantity by 16°8 per 
cent., but declined in average values by 48°5 per cent. 
The increase in quantity consisted principally of fuel 
oil. Other groups showing large declines in value were 
the non-ferrous metals group (£753,000) and machinery 
(£354,000). Reduced quantities of each of the prin- 
cipal non-ferrous metals—copper, lead, tin, and zinc— 
were imported, while practically all the principal kinds 
of machinery imported showed declines as compared 
with August, 1980. There was a reduction of £284,000 
in the iron and steel group, due to the fall in average 
values, the quantity imported, 202,000 tons, being 
somewhat greater than in August, 1930, but much less 
than in August, 1929. These imports are referred to 
in greater detail below.

As compared with August, 1930, increases are shown 
by nine out of the twenty raw materials, there being no 
increases among the semi-manufactured materials in- 
cluded in the table. The increases were principally 
among the oil seeds, but phosphate of lime, iron pyrites, 
soft wood, and wet hides also showed an increase, and 
of these latter only soft wood failed to show in addition 
an increase over imports during July. Imports of 
hard wood and of pitprops were much smaller than in 
August, 1930, and the total value of the imports of 
wood and timber w as £1,279,000. or 25 per cent. less 
than in that month, and about £600,000 less than in 
July. During this year the imports of each principal 
description of wood or timber have been substantially 
less than in 1980.

EXPORTS 


Exports of United Kingdom goods during August 
amounted to £29°1 million, as compared with £42°8 
million in August, 1930, or a decline of 31-9 per cent. 
This compares with a decline of 34:1 per cent. for the 
first eight months of the year, but in making this com- 
parison the continuous fall in the value of exports since 
the beginning of 1930 must be borne in mind. Generally 
speaking, exports during August are about the same 
as in July and substantially more than in June. This 
vear, however, the value of exports during August was 
about the same as in June, each month being some 
£5 million less than July. Comparing last month with 
July, we find a reduction of £0°5 million in raw 
materials and £4-5 million in manufactured articles, 
while as compared with June there was a reduction of 
£600,000 in raw materials and an increase of £300,000 
in manufactured articles. Exports of food, drink and 
tobacco were about the same in value in each month. 


Coal.—Exports of coal during August amounted to 
8,227,000 tons, or about 11°5 per cent. of the exports 
during the first eight months of the year. The corre- 
sponding proportions for 1929 and 1930, when the 
quantities exported were much greater, were 12°8 per 
cent. and 10°6 per cent., indicating that, relatively to 
the level during the year, the position in August was 
somewhat better than last year, but worse than in 1929. 
The decline in quantity as compared with August last 
vear was 707.000 tons. The average value of the coal 
exported was 16s. 2d. per ton, which, while slightly 
below the figures for the previous three months, was 
fractionally higher than the average for the whole year. 
For August last year the average value was 16s. 3d. 
per ton.

The increase in the imports of iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof in August as compared with a 
vear earlier has already been referred to. It will be 
seen from the above table that the increase was wholly 
in the crude iron and steel and that rolling mill pro- 
ducts showed a substantial decrease. Imports during 
August were much less than in July, particularly in 
respect of the crude iron and steel and rolling mill 
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products. The quantity of iron and steel goods ex 

ported last month was the least so far recorde d in any 
month of this year, being 144,100 tons, as compared 
with an average of 166, 800 tons for the preceding 
seven months. The decline was most marked in the 
case of railway material. Exports of machinery were 
also considerably less than in earlier months of the 
year. Exports of agricultural machinery, however. 
showed an increase, whether comparison be made with 
recent months or with August, 1930. There wag , 
large shipment of locomotives to India during the 
month, and the total tonnage exported to all countries 
was nearly as much as a year ago, though exports 
during this year have been little more than half those 
in 1930. Exports of motor cars were much less than 
in August, 1930, but there was a small increase ip 
exports of chassis. The tonnage of ships and boats 
exported was practically all steam, five steam vessels 
of 39,000 tons gross, valued at £824,000, being ex- 
ported during the month. The total value of “‘vehicles”’ 
exported was £2,097,000, as compared with £2,846,000 
the previous month and £3,476,000 in August, 1930.

The retained imports of raw cotton during Aucust 
were much higher than in the previous month or i 
August, 1930. Average values, which had remained 
practically steady throughout the year at 6-2d. per ib., 
fell to 58d. per lb., notwithstanding that imports trom 
Egypt during August formed a much higher propot- 
tion of she total (38°5 per cent.) than in earlier months 
(26-3 per cent.). Egyptian cotton fell in value from 
76d. per lb. in January-July to 6-9d. per lb. last month 
(9 per cent.), and other sorts from 6: 1. to 5°2d. per tb. 
(14 per cent.). According to statistics publishe d by 
the Liverpool Cotton Association, deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills aggregated about 84-9 million Ibs. last 
month, as compared with 88°2 million lbs. in July, 0 
average of 85°3 million lbs. per month during the first 
half of this year and 67-5 million Ibs. in August, 1930. 


Exports of cotton yarns were rather more than, and 
exports of cotton piece-goods nearly as much as, the 
monthly average for the year. Exports of piece-goods 
to India emounted to 36:7 million square yards, 
slightly less than the average for the year (37:2 million 
square yards). During July exports to India exceeded 
those in August by 128 million square yi ards.

among other countries to show an increase last month 
may be mentioned Sweden, Switzerland, Gyeece, 
Syria, Moroeco, Siam, Colombia, Ceylon and New 
Zealand. Of these, Sweden, Greece, Syria, Morocco 
and Colombia also show substantial increases for the 
first eight months of the year. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool showed 
a seasonal reduction in August, but this year the de- 
cline was much greater than usual, due to a much 
ereater reduction in imports (50 per cent.) than in re- 
exports (27 per cent.) as compared with August, 1930. 
Average values of the imports were less than in any 
previous month of this year and were 33 per cent. less 
than a year ago. Exports of woollen and worsted yarns, 
though less than in July or in August, 1930, were 
greater than the average for the first eight months of 
this year, and the same observations apply to woollen 
and worsted tissues. The reduction for tissues, how- 
ever, comparing last month with August, 1930, was 
much greater than that for yarns. The quantity of 
linen piece-goods exported was considerably greater 
than in August, 1930, and for the expired portion of 
this year exports were nearly as great as in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Exports of artificial silk 
tissues, though less than in July, were about the same 
as the monthly average for the year, this being, how- 
ever, 35 per cent. below the average for the correspond- 
ing period of last year.

So far as concerns the goods covered by the above 


table, it will be seen that exports as a whole were less 


in August than in July or in August, 1930. The only 
items to show an increase as compared with August 
last year were coal-tar dyestuffs, dressed leather, and 
glass bottles and jars, and of these coal-tar dyestuffs 
alone showed an increase in the eight months ended 


August as compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. In respect of potassium compounds, hats 


and other headgear, and stockings and hose of wool and 
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of artificial silk, there were increases in August as com- 
pared either with July or with the monthly average for 
the first eight months of the year, the increase as 
regards stockings and hose of wool being seasonal. 


RE-EXPORTS 

The value of the exports of imported merchandise 
during August was £3,850,000, or nearly 40 per cent. 
less than in August, 19380. The largest decline, 
£652,000, was in respect of the re-exports of raw wool, 
due to a decline of 27 per cent. in quantity and 39 per 
cent. in average values. Other large declines were in 
respect of raw cotton (£199,000, or 70 per cent.), manu- 
factured oils, including refined petroleum (£130,000, or 
46 per cent.), and the non-dutiable food group 
(£297,000, or 29 per cent.). In each of these groups the 
fall in average values during the past year was a con- 
siderable factor in the reduction in total value. 


BOLIVIA 


THE ECONOMIC CRISIS AND BRITISH 
TRADE 


At the present moment Bolivia is passing through an 
acute economic crisis. The chief, and perhaps the only 
reason for this state of affairs, *writes the Acting 
British Consul-General at La Paz, is the wholly un- 
precedented drop in the price of tin, which constitutes 
Bolivia's principal wealth and export. 

The shutting down or partial closing of many mines, 
the consequent decrease in revenue from export taxes, 
the unempioyment in the mining districts, have all 
combined to bring about a critical situation; the 
Government has been unable to meet its external obli- 
gations, what little development has been planned has 
had to be eut short, and imports have been reduced 
to absolute necessities. Failures of small firms have 
been frequent. while the larger houses are liquidating 
much stock at a loss. 

Caution, therefore, must be advised to British firms 
dealing on the Bolivian market at the moment. 
Whether the tin export restriction measures will have 
the influence on prices that has been expected is still 
somewhat doubtful; in any case some time must 
elapse before a comparative recovery can take place. 

The revolution of June, 1930, cleared the political 
atmosphere and the régime of the Junta Militar under 
General Blanco Galindo brought about a reorganisation 
of the administrative services and a determination to 
face facts. Bolivia was the first of the South American 
revolutionary countries to return to constitutional 
government; this took place in March, 1931, with the 
inauguration of President Salamanca. The problems 
which his Government has to face are many and diff- 
cult; one of the essential factors to economic recovery 
is political peace, and this, if present signs can be read 
correctly, is assured for some time. 

The serious state of the country’s finances was soon 
evident after the June revolution, and it was clear that 
it would be impossible for the Government to meet their 
external obligations. Accordingly a Commission was 
dispatched to New York in November last to treat with 
New York banks on the question of the foreign debt. 
Measures of economy were immediately effected after 
the reconstruction by the Military Junta: 10 per cent. 
euts were made in official salaries, reductions in the 
Diplomatic and Consular services, decreases in expendi- 
ture in the education department, etc. ; these are being 
continued, but an increase in revenue from the mineral 
export taxes is the only real remedy. Exchange was 
maintained during ali these critical months, but there 
were many who advoeated a policy of inflation: this 
would have favoured, temporarily at least, the mineral 
exporter, but it would have been at the expense of the 
import merchant. The banking situation has been like- 
wise difficult: credits had to be severely restricted, and

articles of necessity, to a great extent withheld. 


ForREIGN TRADE 


During 1930 the total value of exports amounted to 
107,305,247 bolivianos, and imports to 56,829,898 bols., 
or a total of 164,135,145 bols. These figures show a de- 
erease of 82,701,792 bols. in exports, and of 14,587,376 
bols. in exports from 1929. The lowering of prices of 
raw materials was the cause of the decline in the value 
of exports, which are principally tin. 

Of the total imports, Great Britain supplied 16-58 
per cent. of the value, compared with 383-73 per cent. 
by the United States, and 13-63 per cent. by Germany ; 
as regards exports, Great Britain took the major share, 
viz., 77°22 per cent., followed by the United States 
with 13°95 per cent. Other countries furnishing 
imports were, in order of value:—Argentina, Chile, 
Peru, Italy, Belgium and France. As regards exports, 
Belgium took less than 4 per cent. of the total, and 
Argentina and Germany still smaller percentages. 

lt is to be noted that the increase in imports from 
the United States in 1929 over those of 1928 was as 
large as 24 per cent., whereas that of Great Britain was 
only 7°33 per cent. Further figures will be found in the 
Appendices to the Report. 


MARKETS FOR BritisH Goops 


In considering the Bolivian market it must be borne 
in mind that the only industry which has been devel- 
oped to any extent is that of mining, and that the bulk 
of the population is Indian, living in a primitive fashion 
and with a iimited purchasing power. 

The elief articles, therefore, in which Great Britain 
is interested are mining machinery, railway plant, food- 
stuffs and textiles. In mining machinery the United 
States is the chief supplier: the larger mines generally 
make their own purchases direct, but it is always advis- 
able for British firms to have a local technical agent 
who can report developments and likely business. As 
two of the principal railways in the country are British, 
a good proportion of the material supplied comes from 
Great Britain. As regards foodstuffs (tinned goods, 
liquor, ete.), British goods are well represented in the 
market, the principal competitor being the United 
States. As regards textiles, British cloth for garments 
is still popular, but is meeting with competition from 
the two iocal factories. In drills, ete., the price-cutting 
competition between the local factory and an American 
firm precludes the possibility of any business for British 
goods at the moment. There is but a limited demand 
for agricultural machinery, the methods of the Indian 
farmers still being quite primitive. What little road 
construction is being carried on does not require much 
machinery or materials, and the bad state of the roads 
reflects on the market for motor cars, which is quite 
small. The total value of the motor car imports in 
1929 was under £70,000, of which the United States 
supplied about 94 per cent.; similarly, the United States 
supplied nearly all the motor cycles (about £2,000), and 
has about 70 per cent. of the market for motor tyres. 
In electrical goods, the United States and Germany 
have the chief share of the market, Great Britain 
occupying third place. The United States, Germany 
and France are the principal suppliers of drugs, medi- 
tines, chemists’ supplies, ete., although Great Britain 
has a fair share in this market. In hardware Germany 
commands the market. 

The fact that the distance of the United States from 
Bolivia is half of that from Great Britain must be an 
important reason for the United States trade domin- 
ance, but it cannot be the only one: the price factor is 
undoubtedly another. The Bolivian market is small, 
and journeys of commercial travellers from the coast 
are costly ; but it is a notorious fact that two or three 
American or German travellers are seen to one 
Britisher. A suggested solution to this is made in the 
Report, viz., that a traveller should combine a number 
of representations of articles of a like nature, e.g., 
various kinds of foodstuffs—or textiles.

ORGANISATION OF FOREIGN TRADE

COLOMBIAN WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 
REGULATIONS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received a 
copy of Decree No. 956 of 1931 passed by the Colom- 
bian Congress which regulates Law 33 of 1905 regard- 
ing we hte and measures. The metric system is the 
official standard for all weights and measures through- 
out Colombia, but certain old Spanish measures are 
also commonly used, and the regulations prescribe 
specifications and tolerances not only for metric 
weights and measures but also for the Spanish weights 
and measures. Weighing and measuring instruments 
are also dealt with in the Regulations. 

Article 58 of the Regulations prohibits the use, 
introduction, manufacture and sale of weights and 
measures and instruments for weighing and measuring 
which do not conform with the specifications and 
tolerances ‘prescribed, this prohibition to come into 
loree six months after publication of the Decree in 
the Official Gazette. The Decree was published in the 
Official Gazette on June 18, 1931.

EXPLOSION IN THE NEWDIGATE COLLIERY, 
WARWICKSHIRE 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the Coal 
Mines Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines has directed Sir 
Henry Walker, C.B.E., LL.D., H.M. Chief Inspector of 
Mines, to hold a Formal Investigation into the causes and 
circumstances of the explosion which occurred on Septem- 
ber 4 in the Newdigate Colliery, Warwickshire, whereby 
seven persons lost their lives. 

The time and place of the Formal Investigation will be 
announced later. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN AUGUST 

The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turers reports that 275,700 tons of pig iron were produced 
in August, as compared with 317,000 tons in July, 416,700 
tons in August, 1930, and a monthly average of 855,000 
tons in 1913. 

The August production of pig iron included 58,400 tons 
of hematite, 104,600 tons of basic, 89,900 tons of foundry, 
and 13,200 tons of forge pig iron. 

The number of furnaces in operation at the end of 
August was 64, six furnaces having been blown out during 
the month. 

The August output of steel ingots and castings amounted 
to 357,300 tons, compared with 428,700 tons in July, 
451,300 tons in August, 1930, and a monthly average of 
638,600 tons in 1913. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 
1924-30, and the production in each month from August, 
1930 :—

(Japan 383,309 
yds., Great Britain 55,448 yds., Holland 36,503 yds., and 
Germany 14,602 yds.); dyed, 2,545,293 yds. (India 1,140,637 
yds., Great Britain 578,741 yds., Japan 391,870 yds., Hol- 
land 327,776 yds., and Germany 37,281 yds.); and coloured, 
1,258,992 yds. (Japan 759,928 yds., India 245,734 yds., Hol-

The total number of blankets imported during the period 
under review was 104,594, as against 255,085 in the corre- 
sponding five months of 1930.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in July was Rs. 2,31 lakhs 
in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 45 lakhs in the 
previous month and Rs. 5,50 lakhs in July, 1930. During 
the four months ended July, 1931, the visible balance of 
trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 5,26 lakhs in 
favour of India, as compared with Rs. 13,26 lakhs in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year. The balance of 
remittances of funds in July was plus Rs. 19 lakhs and in 
the four months then ended plus Rs. 4,12 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with July, 1930, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco fell by Rs. 1,01 lakhs to Rs. 1,47 lakhs, of raw mate- 
rials by Rs. 29 lakhs to Rs. 1,61 lakhs, and of manufactured 
articles by Rs. 1.75 lakhs to Rs. 7,26 lakhs. The decrease 
under food, drink and tobacco was chiefly attributable to a 
falling off in arrivals of sugar. Imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
and above, including beet sugar, declined from 89,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 1,07 lakhs, to 45,000 tons, valued at Rs. 48 
lakhs. Imports of wheat, mainly of Australian origin, rose 
from3,000 tons to23,000 tons in quantity and the value from 
Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs. 14 lakhs. Betelnuts recorded a decline of 
63,000 ewts. in quantity and of Rs. 13 lakhs in value, the 
imports amounting to 112,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 15 lakhs. 
Provisions and oilman’s stores (chiefly vegetable products), 
which were valued at Rs. 40 lakhs in July, 1930, shrank to 
Rs. 24 lakhs in July, 1931. 

Under raw materials imports of kerosene oil increased 
from 4 million gallons, valued at Rs. 26 lakhs, to 8 million

gallons, valued at Rs. 43 lakhs, while those of fuel oils de- 
creased from 12 million gallons, valued at Rs. 21 lakhs, to 
6 million gallons, valued at Rs. 13 lakhs. Imports of petro- 
leum, including petrol, which were valued at Rs. 3,000 only 
in July, 1930, amounted in July, 1931, to a million gallons, 
valued at Rs. 8 lakhs. Imports of lubricating oils, on the 
other hand, decreased by over 2 million gallons to one million 
gallons in quantity and by Rs. 15 lakhs to Rs. 9 lakhs in 
value. Imports of raw cotton, chiefly from the United 
States, Kenya Colony and Egypt, rose by about 1,000 tons 
to 6,000 tons, but the value fell by Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 54 
lakhs, 


Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures declined by Rs. 42 lakhs. Imports of cotton 
yarn declined from 2} million lbs. to 2 million lbs., and the 
value fell from Rs. 28 lakhs to Rs. 23 lakhs. The total 
yardage of piece-goods imported from abroad amounted to 
72 millions, valued at Rs. 1,31 lakhs, as against 73 millions, 
valued at Rs. 1,64 lakhs a year ago. Grey goods declined by 
6 million yards in quantity and by Rs. 19 lakhs in value, 
coloured goods by 3 million yards in quantity and by Rs. 16 
lakhs in value; white goods increased by 5 million yards in 
quantity, but the value fell by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 53 lakhs. 
Under iron and steel there was a decrease of Rs. 48 lakhs, of 
which sheets and plates accounted for Rs. 19 lakhs. Imports 
of machinery and millwork, including belting, decreased by 
Rs. 31 lakhs, jute machinery being responsible for Rs. 8 
lakhs. Imports of wrought aluminium fell by Rs. 8 lakhs, 
and those of brass, bronze, etc., by Rs. 6 lakhs. The other 
noticeable decreases were under woollen piece-goods and 
hardware (— Rs. 7 lakhs each), paper (— Rs. 6 lakhs), and 
instruments, apparatus and appliances (— Rs. 5 lakhs), 
while there were increases under piece-goods of cotton and 
artificial silk (+ Rs. 16 lakhs) and silk piece-goods (+ Rs. 7 
lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPorRTS 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in July, 1931, com- 
pared with July, 1930, decreased by Rs. 3,30 lakhs to Rs. 3,35 
lakhs owing chiefly to declines in shipments of rice, wheat 
and tea. Exports of rice not in the husk decreased from 
181,000 tons, valued at Rs. 2,33 lakhs,to 165,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,12 lakhs. Dispatches of wheat, which had 
amounted to 62,000 tons, valued at Rs. 59 lakhs in July, 
1930, declined to 5,000 tons, valued at Rs. 3 lakhs. Exports 
of tea decreased from 44 million lbs. to 31 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 3,11 lakhs to Rs. 1,70 lakhs in value. 
Kixports of tobacco (raw) fell from 4-3 million lbs., valued at 
Rs. 16 lakhs, to 2-8 million lbs., valued at Rs. 9 lakhs. 


Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 2,97 
lakhs to Rs. 5,31 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re- 
corded a decrease of 8,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. i,l1 
lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 38,000 tons, Japan 
took 19,000 tons, or 50 per cent., China 8,000 tons, or 21 per 
cent., Italy 3,000 tons, the United Kingdom and Germany 
2,000 tons each, and Belgium and Spain 1,000 tons each, 
while the remainder went mainly to the United States and 
the Netherlands. Shipments of raw jute rose from 31,000 
tons to 43,000 tons in quantity, but the value fell from Rs. 84 
lakhs to Rs. 70 lakhs. Exports of oilseeds showed a decrease 
of 9,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 61 lakhs in value. Lin- 
seed recorded a decrease of 30,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 74 lakhs in value, which was, however, partly offset by 
an increase in the shipments of groundnuts from 31,000 tons 
to 47,000 tons in quantity, and from Rs. 60 lakhs to Rs. 68 
lakhs in value, and of castor seed from 8,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 15 lakhs, to 15,000 tons, valued at Rs. 21 lakhs. Dis- 
patches of lac decreased by 17,000 ewts. in quantity and by 
Rs. 18 lakhs in value to 37,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 14 lakhs. 
Exports of raw hides and skins declined from 4,900 tons, 
valued at Rs. 58 lakhs, to 3,500 tons, valued at Rs. 40 lakhs. 
Raw wool recorded a decrease of 3-5 million Ibs. in quantity 
and of Rs. 35 lakhs in value, the shipments amounting to 
1-3 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 7 lakhs. Manganese ore de- 
clined from 50,000 tons, valued at Rs. 15 lakhs, to 16,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. Exports of teak wood fell from 
6,500 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 19 lakhs, to 2,700 cubic tons, 
valued at Rs. 8 lakhs. 


Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 2,16 lakhs to Rs. 3,30 
lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped dropped from 28 
millions in July, 1930, to 23 millions in July, 1931, the value 
falling from Rs. 1,13 lakhs to Rs. 70 lakhs.

TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING 

The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 38 
per cent. in July, 1930, to 34 per cent. in the month under 
review, and in exports from 30 per cent. to 27 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and-the United States in July, 
1931, were 8, 11 and 12 per cent. respectively under imports, 
and 6, 11 and 11 per cent. respectively under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during July amounted respectively 
to 592,000 and 577,000, as against 569,000 and 630,000 in the 
previous month, and 619,000 and 600,000 in July, 1930. 
During the four months ended July, 1931, the tonnage of 
vessels entered and cleared with cargoes totalled respectively 
2,477,000 and 2,534,000, as compared with 2,558,000 and 
2,831,000 in the corresponding period of last year. 


WEATHER AND CROPS 

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated: 


RAINFALL 


Calcutta, September 14.—During the week ended Sep- 
tember 13 rainfall was nearly general in Assam and Mysore 
on four days; in Lower Burma, Bengal, Bihar and the 
Madras Deccan on three; in Chota Nagpur, the Punjab Hills 
and Malabar on two; and in Upper Burma, the United Pro- 
vinces, Kast Central India, Konkan and Hyderabad on one 
day. 

The monsoon was active on September 13 in North-East 
India and over the Bay, but weakened later. 


Crop CONDITIONS 


Madras, September 5.—There has been heavy rain in parts 
of the Circars and on the west coast of the Presidency. 
The condition of standing crops is fair except in parts of the 
Deccan. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 7.—Heavy rain has fallen in 
Monghyr, Purnea, parts of Bhagalpur and Puri. 
crops, including sugar cane, are in good condition. Some 
damage has been done to the paddy crop in parts of Bala- 
sore, but sugar cane is doing well. 

Central Provinces, September 7.—The weather has been 
cloudy and wet, moderate to heavy rain falling throughout. 
The growth of standing juar and cotton has been stunted by 
weeds and waterlogging. Some damage has been done to 
crops by floods in the Wardha district; otherwise the condi- 
tion of standing crops is good.

GROWTH OF THE PORT OF ORAN 


The British Consul-General at Oran has forwarded par- 
ticulars concerning the growth of the Port of Oran, together 
with comparative figures regarding the Port of Algiers, as 
under : —

It will be seen from these figures that Oran has established 
a definite superiority over Algiers both in number of ships 
clearing and tonnage. 

It is estimated that the total number of ships entering and 
clearing Oran this year will be nearly 12,000, with a tonnage 
of 21 millions. 


Port EXTENSIONS 

According to the local press the Algerian Government have 
declared the extension of the Port of Oran towards Mers-el- 
Kebir on the west to be a work of ‘‘ public utility.’’ More- 
over, it has been stated that the project is one of “‘ national 
interest,’’ since Mers-el-Kebir will be, not only a great com- 
mercial port, but also a naval base. 

The Oran Chamber of Commerce has agreed to the expen- 
diture of 130 million francs (£1,040,000) for port improve- 
ments, while the total sum included in the programme for 
port improvements is estimated at 800 million frs. 
(£6,400,000). This vast scheme embodies a project to extend 
the port in a westerly direction so as to include the Bay of 
Mers-el-Kebir and to connect it to the Port of Oran by a 
jetty 4 kilometres in length. 

The scheme is to be started by the creation of a new basin 
covering an area of over 300 acres. This will form a dock 
for the purpose of fuelling and bunkering ships, and also for 
loading such exports as minerals, esparto grass, wine, etc. 


BRAZIL 
MARKING OF EXPORTED PRODUCE 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has forwarded translation of a Decree (No. 20,274), 
published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial’’ on August 11, providing 
for the compulsory marking of exported Brazilian produce. 
The Decree, which is to come into force two months after 
publication, provides that all receptacles or packing 
(barrels, cases, sacks, etc.) in which articles and products 
exported from Brazil to foreign countries are contained 
must be marked with the place of origin of the product and 
must contain the word “ Brasil.”’ The marking may be 
in Portuguese, English or French, and must be clearly 
visible and comparatively indelible; in cases where the 
coverings ure of sacking or any woven material, these must 
contain the colours green and yellow. 


ESTONIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JULY 

The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total turn- 
over of foreign trade during July was 12,840,000 kroons, 
imports representing 5,108,800 krs. as against 8,542,600 krs. 
in July, 1930, and exports 7,731,200 krs., against 10,542,800 
krs., showing a balance in favour of exports for the month 
under review of 2,622,400 krs. 

The total value of imports for the first seven months of 
1931 was 35,756,100 krs., as compared with 59,700,700 krs. in 
January-July, 1930, while exports amounted to 42,005,000 
krs., against 55,553,700 krs., showing a favourable balance 
for the past seven months of 6,248,900 krs. 

As regards imports, Great Britain took second place 
during July with goods to the value of 585,300 krs., other 
contributors including Germany, 1,447,200 krs.; the United 
States, 485,600 krs.; the Soviet Union, 468,500 krs.; Poland,

HUNGARY 


GOODS IMPORTED UNDER C.O.D. SYSTEM 

Under a Decree, issued on August 8, importers in Hungary 
are prohibited, without the permission of the National Bank 
of Hungary, from accepting credit from or incurring 
liability with any foreign individual or firm in peng6 or in 
foreign currency. 

By virtue of the above restriction a Circular has been 
issued by the Hungarian Post Office prohibiting the delivery 
of C.O.D. letters having a value of more than 25 pengé, or 
parcels exceeding 50 pengé in value, without the previous 
permission of the National Bank of Hungary. 

The Post Office will by letter instruct recipients of such 
consignments to obtain the necessary permit. 

The Royal Hungarian State Railways and the various 
shipping companies operating on the Danube have published 
a notice requesting importers of goods abroad to send the 
import licences to their foreign shippers for inclusion with 
the freight documents for all C.O.D. consignments exceeding 
a value of 50 pengé, in order to facilitate the passing of 
goods through Customs and to prevent the accumulation of 
goods at the railway stations and quays. 

In publishing this request they point out that considerable 
sums would thereby be saved in respect of storage charges. 


ITALY 
WATER POWER RESOURCES 


Statistics of the Electrical Industries’ Union record about 
93 per cent. of the production of power in the country, 
the electric energy being produced by 259 companies which 
sell all the power produced, 28 companies which sell a part 
of their output and 104 companies which use all the power 
produced for their own purposes, states the British Commer- 
cial Counsellor in the course of his recent Report on Economic 
Conditions in Italy (H.M. Stationery Office, price 4s. net). 
The electric energy produced by these companies in 1930 
amounted to a total of 10,024 million kw.h., as compared 
with 9,458 kw.h. in the previous vear. This was made up 
of 9,721 million kw.h. hydro-electric and 303 million kw.h. 
thermic power in 1930, as compared with 9,116 million 
kw.h. hydro-electric and 342 million kw.h. thermic power in 
1929. In addition to the above 164 and 243 kw.h. of power 
were imported in 1930 and 1929 respectively. 

The total electric energy produced, including that 
imported, during the first three months of 1931, was 2,277 
million kw.h., as against 2,438 million kw.h. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1930. 

The power used for illuminating purposes last vear was 
829 million kw.h., as compared with 785 million kw.h. in 
1929. 

At the beginning of May last there were 1,179 electrical 
undertakings (of which 307 possessed a capital of over one 
million lire) and their share capital amounted to 11,000 
million lire. In addition the total of their loans contracted 
abroad, outstanding at the same date, was 2,741 million 
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lire, an increase of 286 million lire over that of a year 
earlier. 

It is interesting to note, with regard to Italian hydro- 
electric activities, the development of the Societa Adriatica 
di Elettricita, which now controls fifteen electric power com- 
panies in the Venetian provinces with an output, in 1930, 
of 765°5 million kw.h. and a potential output of 900 
million, operating lines with a voltage of 135,000 volts and 
serving 490 thousand consumers. 


LATVIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JULY 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
during the month under review imports and exports were 
valued at 17,600,000 Lats and 17,200,000 Lats respectively.

Great Britain bought goods for 
5,400,000 ats and sold to Latvia 1,500,000 Lats; the 
Soviet Union imported for 2,600,000 Lats and exported 
1,800,000 Lats; Belgium received goods from Latvia valued 
at 1,060,000 Lats against exports valued at 680,000 Lats. 
The trade with Poland resulted in an adverse balance for 
Latvia, which country bought Polish goods to the extent 
of 1,650,000 Lats, but sold to Poland only 90,000 Lats; 
similarly the United States exported for 690,000 Lats but 
imported for only 74,000 Lats. 


NORWAY 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY-JULY 
The British Commercial Secretary at Oslo reports that 
imports during July last amounted to 63-6 million kroner, 
as compared with 73-7 million kr. in July, 1930, while ex- 
ports totalled 24-9 million kr. and 58°7 million kr. respec- 
tively. The decline in imports was thus about 10 million 
kr., and in exports nearly 34 million kr. The surplus of

The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw states that 
while total imports and exports in March last were 
reported correctly at 125,474,000 zloty and 163,827,000 l. 
respectively, he regrets the inclusion of an erroneous set 
of figures reyarding the distribution of trade. The actual

SWEDEN 


INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS 
(Prepared hy the Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Legation 
at Stockholm) 


A pronounced decline from the high level of activity 
which Swedish industry had reached in 1929 occurred in 
the latter months of last year, and this downward move- 
ment was accelerated during the first half of 1931, states 
a *Report on the Trade of Sweden during the first six 
months of 1931 and the present economic situation.

(Reference C. 3649 should be 
quoted). 
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Unemployment has increased rapidly, and production, 
especially in trades working for export, has diminished. 
The purchasing power and general standard of living have, 
however, not yet shown a distinct movement downwards. 
Imports of articles of general consumption, such as coffee, 
wine and fruit have been maintained, and internal sales 
of spirits show an increase. Statistics of retail sales 
during the early months of this year in most branches 
show a decline from the corresponding period of 1930, but 
are still above 1929 figures, and in some cases, e.g., made- 
up clothing, the turnover this year has been larger than 
last. Bankruptcies so far show only a slight increase. 
The statistical position indicates, therefore, that up to the 
present the incidence of the industria! depression has not 
been fully felt in all branches of trade. 

While there are no definite indications of a revival in 
industrial output, the rate of falling off has slackened in 
many directions during the summer, but the outlook for 
the immediate future is not promising. Swedish industry 
reacts but slowly to the international commercial position, 
and as the depression was slow in reaching Sweden it is 
anticipated that it will be equally slow in passing away. 
The special difficulties in the timber trade also form a dis- 
concerting feature in the outlook. 


ForEIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE 

Imports into Sweden during the first half of the current 
year were valued at 686 million kronor, as compared with 
821-2 million kr. in January-June, 1930, and 817-6 million 
kr. in the first six months of 1929. Exports from the 
country were valued at 492-5 million kr., as against 734-7 
million kr. and 762-6 million kr. respectively. 

The decline in the value of imports this year was thus 
about 163 per cent. from 1930, while that in exports 
amounted to 33 per cent. It should be noted, however, 
that the rate of decline appears to be slackening, and the 
figures for June show a smaller diminution than those for 
previous months. A calculation of the total weight of 
imports, based on figures published by the Handelsbank, 
which exclude certain items such as machinery, showed a 
fall of 12 per cent. during the first half of 1931 as com- 
pared with 1930; the decline in the export trade was about 
48 per cent. 


Import TRADE FEATURES 


Among features of interest in the trade returns is the 
large decline in imports of chemicals used in the wood pulp 
industry; thus sulphur fell from 19,795 metric tons in the 
first half of 1930 to 11,549 tons in the corresponding 
portion of the current year, and sodium sulphate from 
11,221 tons to 9,382 tons. Imports of coal were only 
1,768,000 tons, as against 2,286,000 tons last year, and it 
appears that practically the whole of the decrease was in 
British coal. On the other hand, coke imports increased 
from 477,000 tons to 562,000 tons. Among other raw 
materials for industry cotton showed a decline, which was 
more marked in the earlier months of the year than in 
May or June. The falling off in other textile materials 
(wool, linen, hemp and jute) was smaller, and artificial silk 
showed an increase. 

As a result probably of the strike in the textile indus- 
try, which lasted from the beginning of the year until 
March 30, both cotton and woollen piece-goods were im- 
ported to a larger extent than in 1930; Great Britain 
enjoyed a fair share of this increase. Imports of woollen 
and worsted yarns diminished, but the figures for cotton 
yarns were about the same as in 1930, though exports from 
Great Britain to Sweden were smaller. Imports of pig 
iron, sheets and tubes were considerably less than in 
1930, but beam, angle and profile iron showed only a small 
decline. Imports of tinplates and galvanised sheets were 
about 12 per cent. smaller than in 1930. The depressed 
condition of the motor vehicle trade is clearly reflected in 
the trade returns, imports of passenger cars, goods lorries 
and motor cycles totalling 4,601, 84 and 2,011 respectively, 
as against 5,732, 1,163 and 3,349 in January-June of last 
year. Parts of cars showed an increase, but far less than 
sufficient to compensate for the falling off in the imports 
of complete vehicles. 


Export TRADE 
Practically all the staple exports of Sweden were shipped 
in smaller quantities during the first half of 1931 than in 
the corresponding portion of 1930. The largest declines 
were in iron ore—only 2,173,000 tons as compared with 
5,026,000 tons—and in wood, which fell from 2,085,000 cubic 
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metres to 1,087,000 cubic metres. The decline in wood 
pulp, from 595,700 tons to 500,300 tons, was relatively 
small, as a large falling off in mechanical pulp and 
sulphite was partly made good by an increase in sulphate, 
Most classes of iron and steel showed some decrease: ship- 
ments of ball bearings were only 10,978 tons, as compared 
with 17,945 tons last year. Telegraph and _ telephone 
material showed larger figures than last year, but almost 
every other item in the machinery group recorded a sub- 
stantial drop. Thus the value of internal-combustion 
engines exported declined from 10,232,000 kr. to 6,282,000 
kr., saws and wood-working machinery from 3,611,000 kyr. 
to 644,000 kr., separators from 10,480,000 kr. to 6,519,000 
kr., agricultural machinery from 4,048,000 kr. to 3,145,000 
kr., electrical generators, motors and transformers from 
7,992,000 kr. to 5,499,000 kr., and electric fans and carpet 
sweepers from 7,088,000 kr. to 4,763,000 kr. Exports of 
safety matches amounted to only 12,636 tons, against 21,900 
tons last year. 


AGRICULTURE 

Harvest forecasts indicate that this year’s crop will in 
general not be above the average, but the position of agri- 
culturists does not seem to have deteriorated during the 
last twelve months. Prices of Swedish cereals have been 
maintained as a result of the Government regulations 
requiring all flour used to contain certain proportions 
derived from Swedish grain and fixing the prices to he 
paid by the mills. Prices of cattle and meat have not 
fallen greatly, except in the case of bacon; dairy farmers 
have obtained lower returns from the sale of butter, but 
milk has remained at about the same figure for the past 
two or three years, while the feeding stuffs used by the 
producers have become much cheaper.

INDIA—POLAND 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial Con- 
vention between India and Poland (including Danzig) was 
signed on May 8 last. Under the Convention goods produced 
or manufactured in either of the two countries will enjoy on 
importation into the other unconditional most-favoured- 
nation treatment as regards Customs duties and other 
charges as well as in all other Customs matters. Similar 
treatment will be enjoyed by goods produced or manutac- 
tured in either country and exported to the other. These 
provisions, however, will not apply to— 

(1) privileges accorded to frontier traffic with neighbour- 

ing States; 

(2) special favours resulting from a Customs union with 

a third State; 
(3) the present provisional Customs regime between the 
Polish and German portions of Upper Silesia; 

(4) privileges and facilities of any kind which Poland 

accords to Latvia, Estonia, Finland or Lithuania. 


Kach country will accord to the other most-favoured- 
nation treatment in respect of prohibitions and restrictions 
on the importation and exportation of goods. This stipula- 
tion will not apply to prohibitions or restrictions issued for 
reasons of public safety or for the protection of animals or 
plants against diseases or pests, on the condition, however, 
that such prohibitions and restrictions shall not be applied 
ina manner that would create an arbitrary discrimina- 
tion between foreign countries in which conditions of the 
same kind prevail or in a manner that would cause a con- 
r restriction in the international exchange of goods. 

The Convention will come into force 30 days after the 
exchange of ratifications and will be subject to termination.

INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION FOR THE

USE OF THE RED CROSS, GENEVA CROSS 
AND SWISS ARMS 


[his Convention was ratified in respect of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern TIreland on 
June 23. 1931. 


Article 28 of the Convention is as follows :— 

The Governments of the High Contracting Parties 
whose legislation is not at present adequate for the 
purpose, shall adopt or propose to their legislatures the 
measures necessary to prevent at all times :— 


(a) the use of the emblem or designation ‘Red Cross’ 
or ‘Geneva Cross’ by private individuals or 
associations, firms or companies, other than those 
entitled thereto under the present Convention, 
as well as the use of any sign or designation 
constituting an imitation, for commercial or any 
other purposes; , 


‘“ (b) by reason of the compliment paid to Switzerland 
hy the adoption of the inverted federal colours, 
the use by private individuals or associations, 
firms or companies of the arms of the Swiss 
Confederation, or marks constituting an imita- 
tion, whether as trade-marks or as parts of such 
marks, or for a purpose contrary to commercial 
honesty, or in circumstances capable of wound- 
ing Swiss national sentiment. 





TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Coniinued 


‘‘ The prohibition indicated in (a) of the use of marks 
or designations constituting an imitation of the emblem 
or designation of ‘ Red Cross’ or ‘ Geneva Cross,’ as 
well as the prohibition in (b) of the use of the arms of 
the Swiss Confederation or marks constituting an imita- 
tion, shall take effect as from the date fixed by each 
legislature, and not later than five years after the coming 
into force of the present Convention. From the date of 
such coming into force, it shall no longer be lawful to 
adopt a trade-mark in contravention of these rules.”’ 


Under the Geneva Convention Act, 1911, it is already 
unlawful to use the heraldic emblem of the Red Cross or 
the words ‘‘ Red Cross’ or ‘‘ Geneva Cross ’’ without the 
authority of the Army Council.

tured and sold in Kenya. The proceeds of the levy, after 
payment of administrative and other expenses, are to be 
used for the purpose of paying a premium or bounty on 
butter manufactured in the Colony and exported to destina- 
tions other than Uganda or Tanganyika Territory. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN 
WHEAT 


Government Notice No. 409 authorises the granting of a 
rebate or refund of the Customs duties on wheat imported 
into Southern Rhodesia by a bona fide miller or milling 
company, when such wheat is used and blended with wheat 
grown and produced in the Colony in the process of manu- 
facture of flour or meal; such rebate to be on the basis of 
the duty on four bags of imported wheat to every bag of 
Southern Rhodesian wheat purchased and ground into flour 
or meal in the Colony.

BRAZIL 
CUSTOMS TARIFF LEGISLATION 


H.M. Representative at Rio de Janeiro reports, by tele- 
graph, that a Brazilian Presidential Decree was published 
on September 11 laying down the basis for a revision of the 
Brazilian Customs Tariff. In general, the Decree follows the 
lines of the ‘‘ project ’’ to which publicity was recently given 
in the press (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 2, page 22), except 
that the provisional Tariff regime is to be on the basis of a 
three-column Tariff, and not a four-column Tariff as pro- 
jected. The three columns of the provisional Tariff will 
be: 

(1) the ‘‘ General ”’ Tariff, consisting of the present Tariff 
duties collected in gold with an abatement of 20 
per cent. ; 

(2) the ‘‘Minimum ”’ Tariff consisting of the present 
Tariff duties collected in gold with an abatement 
of 35 per cent. ; 

(3) a penal tariff, equal to double the ‘‘ General ”’ Tariff.

COLOMBIA 
NEW CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the ‘‘ Organic 
Customs Law ”’ (Law 79 of 1931), recently passed by the 
Colombian legislature, which regulates all matters relating 
to Customs procedure, such as documentation, the applica- 
tion of duties, Customs appeals, fines, Consular invoices, 
etc.

IMPORTATION OF PLANTS, SEEDS, ETC. 


Decree No. 1,128 of 1931, published in the ‘‘ Diario 
Oficial’ for July 17 and effective 180 days thereafter, 
prescribes regulations regarding the import of plants, seeds, 
fruit, etc., into Colombia. 


The regulations provide, inter alia, that all trees, fruit, 
plants, bulbs, seeds, banana cuttings, and unprepared vege- 
table products or parts thereof, imported into Colombia 
must be accompanied by a certificate, issued by an official 
phytopathologist and entomologist of the country of origin 
or by some accredited person, stating that the articles in 
question are free from disease or pests; this certificate 
being endorsed by a Colombian Consular Officer. In addi- 
tion to this requirement, it will be necessary in the case 
of propagating material (seeds, cuttings, buds, bulbs, 
rhizomes, etc.) to secure an import licence from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Special provision is, however, made 
as regards vegetable and flower seeds; the Department of 
Agriculture is to compile a list, duly certified by the com- 
petent authorities in the country of origin, of firms shipping 
such seeds to Colombia, and labelled packets of such seeds 
may be imported on the basis of a sanitary certificate 
issued by the firm itself.

CONSUMPTION DUTY ON LUBRICANTS 


Law No. 85 of 1931, published on July 22, provides for 
the establishment of ‘national consumption duty ”’ at 
the rate of 6 centavos per kilog. on all lubricating oils 
and greases used in Colombia. In the case of imports the 
duty will be collected by the Customs. 

The duty will be enforced on a date to be fixed by the 
President. 


COSTA RICA 
CERTAIN IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED 


H.M. Consul at San Jose has forwarded translation of 
a Decree, dated August 10, modifying, as shown below, the 
Customs duties on the under-mentioned goods imported 
into Costa Rica.

DENMARK 


REGULATIONS REGARDING ENTRY AND 
CLEARANCE OF MERCHANDISE 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a Notice issued 
by the Danish Ministry of Finance on July 16 which pre- 
scribes regulations, effective as from September 1, regarding 
the declaration of goods entered and cleared through the 
Danish Customs houses or warehouses. A summary of the 
regulations is as follows :— 


1, Clearance of goods subject wholly or partly to ad valorem 
duties; and specified goods subject to high specific 
duties. * 


(a) The entry shall state the nature and quantity of the goods, 
and, in the case of goods subject to ad valorem duties, 
the value and date of purchase as well. 


(6) When clearance takes place outside the Customs weigh- 
houses and the weigh-houses connected with the Copen- 
hagen Customs private warehouse, the gross weight 
must, in addition, be declared in the case of packed 
goods, and the goods must be described according to the 
Customs ‘Tariff classification, as well as according to 
the trade description, the Tariff No. being also shown. 

In furnishing particulars of quantity— 

(a) In the case of goods subject to ad valorem duties, the 
weight, measurement or number of articles, as the 
case may be, must be given. 

In the case of goods (subject to combined ad valorem 
and specific duties) which are among those specified as 
bearing specially high duties* or which are cleared 
outside the weigh-houses, the net weight must be 
stated. 

In the case of goods (subject to ad valorem duties) 
which are placed in ‘‘ credit warehouses,’ the net 
weight of the goods without packing and interior 
packing must be shown. 


(6) In the case of goods subject to specific duties on the 
basis of weight, the net weight (including the weight 
of the packing included in the net we ight according 
to the Customs regulations) must be given. In the 
case of packed goods, the weight may be shown as the 
gross weight and the tare. If the tare allowance 1s 
officially laid down in the Customs Law only the gross 
— need be given, unless the importer desires the 
tare to be established by examination or on the basis 
of the invoice. 


(c) In the case of goods subject to specific duty on the basis 
of measurement, the quantity should be stated in 
litres. In the case of spirits in casks or barrels, the 
quantity may be given in English gallons. 


Clearance of postal packets. The above rules need not be 
followed, provided that the entry accompanies the Customs 
declaration sent with the parcel or the invoice containing the 
necessary particulars, and the importer completes the par- 
ticulars at the time of clearance. 

Whenever the importer, when entering goods for clearance 
in weigh-houses, considers that he cannot furnish full parti- 
culars, he may hand in a provisional entry (unless the goods 
are cleared through a free or private warehouse in the Copen- 
hagen free port) provided it contains the notification ‘‘ Til 
egen Undersdgelse’’ (for own examination), and provided 
that after examining the goods (before Customs examination 
begins), he completes the particulars and presents invoices, 
specifications, bills of lading or other documents indicating the 
nature, quantity or value of the goods.

Clearance of other goods. 


If cleared outside the Customs weigh-houses and the weigh- 
houses connected with the Copenhagen Customs House the 
following rules apply. The goods must be described according 
to the Customs Tariff nomenclature, as well as according to 
the trade name, and the Tariff No. must be stated. 


(a) In the case of unpacked dutiable goods and goods duti- 
able according to weight which are in packings the 
weight of which is to be included in the net weight, 
the quantity must be stated according to the rules 
for the levy of Customs duty. In the case of goods 
dutiable by weight, the declared weight shall include 
the packing, if any, which is to be included in the 
net weight according to the Customs Law. 


b) In the case of all packed dutiable goods, the gross weight 
only need be stated. In the case of goods in respect 





* These goods comprise spirits, wines, other alcoholic pro- 
ducts, ethers, etc., falling under Tariff Nos. 25-31, 45-46, 282-283, 
and 363; tobacco products falling under Tariff Nos, 318-321 ;

of which a tare allowance is fixed, and the importer 
desires the tare to be ascertained by examination or 
on the basis of the invoice, the net weight and eight 
of packing (or that part of the packing which should 
be included in the net weight) may also be given in 
addition to the gross weight. 

(c) For duty-free goods, the weight, measure or number of 
articles should be stated. If packed, the gross weight 
need only be stated. 

In the case of goods mentioned in (2) cleared in weigh-houses, 

a complete dec laration is not required and a declaration indi- 
cating that the consignment does not contain goods subject 
to specially high duties or goods subject to ad valorem duties 
will be accepted, provided that if required to do so the im- 
porter furnishes particulars of the weight, etc., of the goods, 
and provided that in the case of textile manufactures the 
importer expressly notifies that the goods do not cont ain silk, 
or not in quantities which affect the Classification of the goods, 
and provided, further, that in the case of goods subject to 
import control, the importer furnishes particulars of the goods 
and their composition at the time of the Customs examination. 


FRANCE 
CUSTOMS DECISIONS 


The following are among the decisions respecting the 
application of the French Customs Tariff which have been 
issued recently by the French Customs Administration : 

Lightning Fasteners.—Running ribbons of cotton with 
fitting of common metal, even if nickelled, for closing 
hoods of carriages and sidecars, clothing articles, leather 
wares, etc., which were formerly dutiable as cotton ribbons 
and tapes (Tariff No. 421) are now classed as imitation 
jewellery, according to kind (Tariff No. 496 bis)—new duty, 
20 per cent. ad valorem. 

Stockings whose upper edge has so-called ‘‘ rat tooth ”’ 
fancy work, forming a type of saw teeth separated by open- 
work holes, are to be classed as stockings, with Category B 
fancy work. 

Fish similar to the haddock which have received the 
same preparation as haddocks are to be dutiable as 


haddocks.

Metallurgical coke and coke ‘‘ fines ’’ intended for coke 


works may continue to be imported into France without 
licence until October 31. 


HONDURAS 
SURTAX ON BEER 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent 
Decree of the Honduranean National Congress’ which 
imposes a surtax of 10 centavos per half bottle on beer 
produced in Honduras, and a surtax of 20 centavos per half 
bottle on imported beer. Beer in casks, etc., will be taxed 
according to the number of half bottles contained therein. 


ITY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN ENGINES 


A further Decree provides that engines (motores) of iron, 
not exceeding 6 horse-power, may be imported into Hon- 
duras free trom Customs duties and certain other fiscal 
imposts for a period of five years. 


ITALY 


IMPORT DUTY ON BEECH PLYWOOD 
INCREASED 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) fer August 21 pub- 
lishes an Exchange of Notes between Italy and Austria, 
bringing provisionally into force, as from August 21, the 
Protocol, signed at Rome on May 7, 1931 (additional to 
the Treaty of Commerce between the two countries, signed 
at Rome on April 28, 1923), the effect of which is to abolish 
the “‘ conventional ’’ rate hitherto in force on plywood. 

In consequence the duty on plywood of beech imported 
into Italy is increased from 29-40 to 33 lire (paper) per 100 
kilogs. in the case of sheets of 3-ply or less and to 38-50 lire 
(paper) per 100 kilogs. in the case of sheets of more than 
3-ply (ex Tariff No. 604c). 

The *‘ conventional ’’ rates in respect of plywood other 
than beech are also abolished by the Protocol, but, as these 
rates were the same as the ‘‘General’’ Tariff rates, no 
change of duty has resulted thereby. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
ITALIAN SOMALILAND 


BUILDING MATERIALS AND MACHINERY 
EXEMPTED FROM CUSTOMS DUTY 


By a Decree dated October 20, 1921, certain machinery, 
building materials and seeds were granted exemption from 
Customs duties on importation into Italian Somaliland for 
a period of ten years, i.e., up to October 20, 1931. A new 
Decree, dated June 18, extends the period of exemption to 
December “1, 1936. 

A translation of some of the Articles of the Decree of 
October 20, 1921, is given below :— 

Art. 1.—Machines, their parts and accessories, instruments, 
tools and utensils necessary for the first establishment and exten- 
sion of industries having for their object the extraction of raw 
materials and working up or utilising in any manner raw 
materials and natural products originating in or imported into 
Italian Somaliland shall be admitted into Italian Somaliland 
free from Customs duties. 

Similar exemption from duty is accorded to like articles 
destined for use in agriculture and not covered by Art. 3 below. 

Art. 2.—Exemption from Customs duty is accorded to raw 
or manufactured materials imported into Italian Somaliland for 
the construction of new houses for use of the civil population 
or of hotels and for buildings destined solely for the first estab- 
lishment or extension of the industries referred to in Art. 

Art. 3.—The Customs privileges accorded by Art. 19 of the 
Royal Decree of June 8, 1911, are granted to machinery, imple- 
ments and seeds necessary for putting under cultivation the 
land granted for that purpose. 

This also applies to machinery, etc., for the putting under 
cultivation of land which, not being land granted by the Govern- 
ment, has the same characteristics as that indicated in the Decree 
reterred to. 

Art. 4.—The Customs privileges specified in the preceding 
Article in respect of machinery, etc., for the putting under 
cultivation of land apply also and in the same degree to raw and 
manufactured materials necessary for setting up a system of 
irrigation or in the construction of buildings of a permanent 
character destined for agricultural purposes. 


MEXICO 
CIGAR TAX INCREASED 


A recent Decree increases the Mexican tax on cigars by 
5 per cent. of the factory price in the case of Mexican 
cigars, and by 10 per cent. in the case of imported cigars. 


NORWAY 


REGULATION OF TRADE IN CERTAIN 
SUBSTITUTE DAIRY PRODUCTS 


H.M. Representative at Oslo has forwarded translation 
of a Law dated June 24 which lays down regulations 
governing the trade in margarine, margarine-cheese, 
margarine-whey-cheese, artificial lard and fat emulsion. 
The Law is to be enforced, by Decree, not later than 
January 1], 1932. 

lor the purposes of the Law margarine is defined as 
any butter-like manufactured product of any origin, 
mixture or composition, containing any fat-stuff not  pro- 
duced from milk; margarine-cheese and margarine-whey- 
cheese as any cheese or cheese-substance, whey-cheese or 
whey-cheese substance containing any fat-stuff not produced 
from milk; artificial lard as any lard-like manufactured 
product containing fat-stuff not produced from swine-fat; 
and fat-emulsion as any milky or creamy product contain- 
ing fat-stuff not produced from milk. 

Margarine offered for sale, dealt in or distributed, im- 
ported or exported, must contain at least 80 per cent. of 
lat-stuffs altogether and not above 16 per cent. of water. 
Margarine and the other products mentioned must not 
contain preservatives other than cooking salt, nor colour- 
ing materials which are considered deleterious to health. 

The Crown or its nominee is empowered to determine 
that margarine produced for sale or distribution, offered 
for sale, dealt in or distributed, shall contain a certain 
percentage of Norwegian butter. 

The Law also contains provisions in respect of the method 
of packing, marking, description, advertising, etc., of the 
above-mentioned products.

STAMP TAX ON CHEWING TOBACCO 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo has 
forwarded translation of a Royal Decree, dated August 21, 
which imposes as from September 1 a stamp (banderole) 
tax on chewing tobacco of 4 ére per 50 grammes of the 
packet content. 


PARAGUAY 
IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED 

H.M. Consul at Asuncion reports that a Decree has been 
issued increasing the Paraguayan Customs duties on a large 
number of articles, including soap, metals and textiles, by 
amounts varying from 10 to 40 per cent. Further particu- 
lars will be published as soon as details of the measure are 
available. 


PORTUGAL 
MINOR TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The “‘ Diario do Governo’’ for September 4 contains a 
Decree (No. 20,281) which increases the Customs duty on 
French beans imported into Portugal from 2 to 3 centavos 
per kilog., under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff. 

A further Decree (No. 20,280) reduces the export duty on 
fish, fresh or salted, from 5 centavos to 4 centavo per 
kilog. 

[ Norr.—-The above duties are quoted in terms of the old 
gold escudo (100 cts.), valued at 4s. 6d.] 


SAN SALVADOR 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree, published in the ‘“ Diario Oficial ’’ of 
August 26, and in force on the same date, making certain 
alterations in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. The Decree 
increases the duty on pig lard from 8 to 26-80 U.S.A. dollars 
per 100 kilogs., and fixes a rate of 9 U.S.A. dols. per 1,000 
teet board measure for unspecified timber, in trunks or logs, 
sawn in beams or boards, sawn or planed for building pur- 
poses, and in forms not specified and not manufactured. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period September 10-20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 114-07 per 
CONE. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
2) per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ) 


SWEDEN 
EXPORT OF SCRAP IRON 
H.M. Representative at Stockholm reports that, by a 
toyal Decree, dated August 19, the period during which the 
export from Sweden of malleable scrap iron (other than 
tinned or galvanised scrap) is prohibited, except under 
licence, has been extended until February 29, 1932.

GERMAN WIRELESS AND GRAMOPHONE 
EXHIBITION, 193] 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Berlin has 
notified the Department of Overseas Trade that the German 
Wireless and Gramophone Exhibition, 1931, was held in 
Berlin from August 21 to 29. 

The Exhibition was well attended, and business was re- 
ported to be generally good, especially for the export trade, 
and in particular for Scandinavia. Prices generally showed 
a reduction of 20 per cent. to 25 per cent. in comparison 
with 1930. 

Designs, generally, were of the Germanic type of square 
furniture and most loud speakers were plain, four-cornered 
models. 

The leading German radio manufacturers are concentrat- 
ing on the production of a combined radio-gramophone com- 
bination at a reasonable price. A firm of Berlin manufac- 
turers exhibited a combined radio-gramophone-piano, both 
manual and electric. The manual piano retails at 1,650 
Reichsmarks and the electric type at 3,950 R.mks. 

The purely gramophone section of the Exhibition was 
practically deserted. Little interest was shown in machines, 
but cheap records attracted keen attention. It is under- 
stood that the attitude of agents was that the market for 
expensive gramophones and expensive records was rapidly 
dwindling, radio sets with electric ‘“‘ pick up” and small 
portable gramophones having a much wider market. Cheap 
dance records retailing at from 1-50 to 2 R.mks. proved 
popular with the public. 

A selection of catalogues of some of the leading firms in 
the radio industry showing certain retail prices, together 
with a copy of the official catalogue of the Exhibition, may 
be seen upon application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, Exhibitions and Fairs Division (Room 13), 2, Queen

Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings for 
British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing in 
Overseas markets; demand for particular articles abroad; 
nature and extent of foreign competition, and suggestions 
for meeting it; methods of distribution and marketing; 
credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., abroad; firms at 
home engaged in particular lines of business; Foreign and 
Colonial importers of British goods; firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or agents for 
British firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs
